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Applicant arguments have been fully considered and have been found not persuasive. On page 1 1 of the Remarks, First of all, applicant 
argues "Additionally, Bell describes updating or changing a preferred caller list, but does not describe or suggest the value is used as a 
variable in the script to determine the destination". Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's argument because this limitation is 
discussed in Crockett and not in Bell (see Crockett col. 3, lines 39-45). Therefore, applicant's argument is irrelevant. 
Second, regarding applicant's argument (page 12, of the remarks) "There is no suggestion in Crocket of using a variable for routing to 
create a modular script code to determine a destination". It appears that applicant is reading into the claim's language. Applicant' 
argument "There is no suggestion in Crocket of using a variable for routing to create a modular script code to determine a destination" not 
recited in the claim's language.
